A less 
liked vegetable was included in 
each menu. 
Results of the study indicated 
that y oung children prefer vege­ 
tables that are simply prepared. 
Boiling or steaming and then but­ 
tering the vegetable were the best 
liked methods for nine of the 
twelve vegetables tested. 
On the other hand, the study in­ 
dicated that changes in the prepa­ 
ration method of the “not liked” 
and the “less liked” vegetables 
made them more acceptable.

Officials o f the ultra-liberal peace gro up re­ 
fuse to say ho w much mo ne> they hav e earmarked 
fo r each campaign. But the co uncil president. Ber­ 
nard Feld, has requested the gro up’s 4.00« mem­ 
bers to co ntribute two per cent o f their annual 
inco me to the campaign kitty . Feld is a pro fes­ 
so r at the Massachusetts Institute o f Techno lo gy . 
If the av erage inco me were $10,000, and all 
4.000 suppo rters faithfully gav e the requested two 
per cent, the co uncil wo uld hav e $8 00,000 fo r the 
upco ming campaigns. 
The co uncil 
was ho rn in J une, 
19 02. 
Fiv e 
mo nths later it claimed to hav e elected its first 
Senato r. Geo rge McGo v ern (D.-S.D.). The co uncil, 
which threw $22,000 into McGo v ern’s campaign,

triumph. 
Two v cars later, the co uncil o ffered funds to 
ten Senate Demo crats. One, Quentin Burdick o f 
No rth Dako ta, returned the mo ney . The o ther nine 
kept it.

This y ear, the co uncil is raising funds fo r Sen. 
Cliffo rd Case 
(R.-N.J .), Sen. Lee Metcalf 
(D.- 
Mo nt.). and Rep. J o hn G. Do w (D.-N.Y.). Also 
fo r fo rmer Rep. Ralph Harding (D.-Idaho ), a can­ 
didate fo r the Senate; Demo crat Ho ward Mo rgan, 
a Senato rial ho peful in Orego n; Tho mas B. Adams, 
an “ independent” candidate fo r Senato r fro m Mas­ 
sachusetts;

A person with a perforated ear­ 
drum should not risk such an in­ 
fection by swimm ing without wa- 
terproof earplugs.

New Mexican 
Jewelry Is 
Oven-Baked 


Make 
it 
yourself—big, 
bulky 
Mexican jewelry. Put it in the 
oven, 
as simple as 
baking 
a 
cake. You’ll have it in time to add 
a bit of dash and color to warm 
weather clothes. 
The clay is made by mixing a 
pound of baking soda and a cup 
of corn starch in a sauce 
pan. 
Add a cup and a quarter of wa­ 
ter, mix again. 
Bring to a lwil over low heat, 
stirring constantly until mixture 
reaches a dough-like consistency, 
or about four minutes. 
Transfer it to a plate, cover 
with a damp eloth and let it cool. 
(To speed up cooling, stick it in 
the refrigerator for a few min­ 
utes) then knead it a little as you 
would dough. 
For those handsome Mexican 
beads, mold into shapes — and 
insert beads on a largo size, 
straightened out paper clip, one 
clip for every three or four beads. 
Place the beads on a wire rack 
in a warm (359 degrees) oven 
that has been turned off. 
After a half hour, the beads 
should be dry and hard and ready 
for the wildest colors you can 
conjure up with your water color 
paints. 
One or two coats of shellac aft­ 
er coloring gives them a glossy, 
professional finish 
Slip off the 
paper clips and thread beads us­ 
ing a darning needle and double 
strand of dental floss or good 
stout 
thread. 
Bracelets are a cinch to make. 
Roll the clay out into a long cylin­ 
der. flatten and pinch the two 
ends together. Dip your fingers 
in water to smooth out the con­ 
nection. Follow the same drying, 
painting and shellacking proce­ 
dure. 
When designing pins and ear­ 
rings be sure the backside is 
smooth and flat so that a pin and 
earring backer may be glued on 
firmly. 
Once you've made a few pieces 
you'll want to go on. Make some 
for gifts, or sell them to make 
money for a sorority or club. 
As in anything else you are do­ 
ing for the first time, follow direc­ 
tions.
